THE DELIGACY OF THE SU. 
PREME COURT. | 

The Democrats of Tennessee have 
causes of complaint sufficiently num- 
erous and grievous against the faction: 
that now controls the State, to render 
it entirely a work of supererogation 
to urge unjust censure against any of 
our present functionaries. Indeed, the 
Democrats who, in the present junc- 
ture of affairs are synonymous with 
the people of the State, have no occa- 
sion for ill-considered or unfounded 
criticism of powers that 
The present minority government of 
our unfortunate Commonwealth is so 
prolific of crime and oppression, real 
and'substantial, present with us at 
morning, noon and night, that to go 
about after strained condemnation is 
merely to weaken our righteous cause, 
Hence policy, not less than justice, 
demands that we shall not condemn 
without the clearest justification. 
Moreover, as journalists, we have 
fixed for our own guidance the in- 
flexible rule that in our columns 
no » injustice shall willingly be 
done any one, care not 
how obnoxious, politically, he may 
be tous. Indeed, it is only by a gen- 
eral recognition by the public of this 
justice in us, that we expect our disap- 
proval to have weight. We are in- 
duced to this train of reflection by cer- 
tain censures levelled at our present 
Supreme Court for failing to decide, in 
the case of the State vs. Staten, on the 
“validity of the franchise laws. We 
are satisfied that the omission of the 
Court .to investigate the validity ot 
these acts was within the rule of 
judicial propriety and eustom. § It 
has been the almost invariable rule of 
courts never to determine questions 
relating to the validity of the acts of 
co-ordinate branches of the Govern- 
ment, unless such determination is ad- 
solutely necessary in the particular 
ease. Especially is this so when this 
determination involves the re-exam- 
ination of a question once before 
determined by the same _ court, 
and which* would compel the 
overruling, perhaps, of a former 
judgment. In the case in hand it was 
not absolutely necessary to the settle- 
ment of the rights involved that the 
Court should pass upon the grave 
questions indicated. Therefore, how- 
ever anxious we were to see these 
laws overthrown and the case of 
RIDLY vs. SHERBROOK overturned, 
and although we may think that the 
great public interests involved would 
have erensed the Court from adherence 
to the usual and almost uniform ju- 
dicial rule in such cases, yet we are 
compelled to admit that this matter 
of complaint i is not well taken against 
the Supreme Court. 

Weare not, however, so well satis- 
fied that the delay of the Court in 
rendering their decision on the point 
really necessary to be decided, until 
after the election 
ing its benefit from the people, can be 
vindicated. The people were 
tainly entitled to this decision 
at the earliest practicable mo- 
moment after the hearing of the cause. 
That they did not get it at the ear- 
liest practicable moment is apparent. 
By reason of their withholding, great 
wrong has been done the State, and 
great injustice done the people. We 
have heard that notions of délicacy 
prevailed to produce this delay. We 
like to see our courts sensitive on this 
point. It is as becoming to them as 
the same virtue is in woman. But an 
excess of it becomes a grave fault. 
We once heard of a woman, who in- 
sisted on clothing the supporters of 
her piano in pantilettes, because, as 
she alleged, it was an indelicate ex- 
posure of Jegs in public. It seems to 
us thatthe delicacy of our Supreme 
Court in the withholding of the opin- 
ion on registration until after the elec- 
tion was a similar excess of modesty.

1HE EFFECT OF 

The effect of the recent decision of] 
the Supreme Court, in the case of the 
State vs. Staten, charged with illegal 
voting under and by virtue of a 
registration paper of 1867, is to enfran- 
chise every man registered under the 
franchise law as passed by the Legis- 
lature after the Convention of 1864, 
and to give to contesting Democratic 
candidates, whether of the late Ju- 
dicial or Congressional election, all the 
advantages they would certainly 
have derived from the votes of the 
thousands who throughout the State 
were entitled to vote by virtue of en- 
franchisement under said original 
enactment. Thus, Smrrn will be 
shown to be several thousand behind 
LEFTWICH, the Democratic candidate 
for Congress, fairly elected and justly 
entitled to the seat now occupied by 
that Radieal; and Chancellor SMITH, 
andall other Radicals claiming to be 
elected at the election of Thursday, 
will be compelled to give way before

denied registration by Davis, 
Sears and WILLIAMS, and every 
Registrar who officiated in 


Shelby county since Mr. GARLAND P.

Had it come to us on Tuesday, or 
even Wednesday of last week, its 
effects would have been magical, and

If 
the season should become more fiavor- 
able, at an early day a fair crop may 
be made, but this is quite uncertain.

THE oppesition offered by the bond- 
holders to Mr. BovTWELw’s policy of 
purchasing bonds with gold, at their 
market value, and retiring them in a 
sinking fund authorized by act of Con- 
gress, is exciting a great deal of atten- 
tion as likely to increase the popular 
clamor against that class. Headed by 
such men as A. TT. STEWART, this 
privileged bondholding aristocracy 
are about to move upon Gen, GRANT 
with a request that the position and 
plans of the Secretary of the Treasnry 
be receded from, as calculated materi- 
ally to affect their interests and im- 
pair their capital stock by the pay- 
ment of the debt of the Republic. 
Though heretofore the President has 
manifested a desire to cater to this 
class, among whom he  num- 
bers his best and most intimate 
friends, we are not prepared to be- 
lieve that he will deliberately array 
himself with them in defiance of what 
is not alone sound Democratic policy, 
but what has in a thousand ways re- 
ceived the endorsement of the Repub- 
lican party, especially of the great 
Northwest. We cannot believe that 
he who professes so great an anxiety 
to relieve the country of the debt and 
the crushing and grinding taxation 
that it ‘compels, will turn his 
back deliberately upon the most 
feasible plan yet presented for the 
payment of the one and the re- 
duction of the other. Itis true that 
this plan deals very roughly with the 
declarations. of Congressional bond- 
holders that the Government cannot, 
without dishonor, pay or redeem its 
bonds in anything but coin at one 
hundred cents onthe dolar of their 
face value; that it boldly asserts on 
the contrary that Government can go 
upon the market and buy its bonds 
for less than their face, if they offer, 
and also.avail itself of all the ups and 
downs of monetary afhiirs brought 
about by the same bondholders or 
their agents.

From the fifteenth annual review of the 
Philadelphia Conmmercial Exchange, we 
extract the following interesting and ex- 
traordingry statistics; .‘* The import trade 
of Philadelphia, for the five years ending 
in 1825, averaged twelye millions of dol- 
lars a year.
